We found the family domiciled in a de- 
init ihme, the house filled with evidences 
of cul ed taste and permeated by that In- 
deseribable air of refinement which ene can 
absorb with pleasure, but which is s0 subtile 
as fo defy analysis. We found that our mu- 
tual friends, the Rev. Dr. H. W. and Mrs, 
Thomas of Chicago, had made their way to 
Barre in advance of us, and spent a week in 
the Nichols household, From the account 
given of the experiences of that visit we In- 
for that Bro. Thomas found no time to stady 
his sermons for the coming season; and-we 
have an increased respect for his capabilities 
of physical endurance, Bat then, most any 
man ought to be able to endure fatigue when 
he is ão fortunate as to be phyaically and 
spiritually fed in such a home as this. 

After a day's drive over the hills and through 
zA the Gult“ in Williamstown, with dinner in 
the old-fashioned wayside tavern whore ns a 
girl, Mrs, Nichols told us, she had many 
times danced all night, wo were enjoyably 
tatigued. But thero was still just one more 
sight that must be had, namely, the view 
from the hill-farm whore Mra, Nichols was 
born. This was only four miles away—after 
a day's drive four miles fs only a trifle—over 
a mountain road. From this elevated spot 
seventy-five mountain peaks are visible and 
the view is one of the Anest lu Vermont. The 
old farm-house has fallen into desuetude, 
but a roomy, modern structure shelters the 
hospitable family—consisting of Mr. and 
Mrs. Clark and two fine representativos of the 
union—a son and daughter. Mrs. Clark 
is a sister of Mrs. Nichols we felt already 
woll acquainted, and but for the’fast gather- 
ing darkness should have gladly prolonged 
our visit.

highest senso of the word“ know” as yaable 
only with reference to self-evident or matho- 
matically demonstrable traths, he may de- 
fend this statement. But in tho ordinary 
sense of having well based and reasonable 
convictions, such as are sufficient to guide 
oar practical conduct in life, there are mij- 
lions who do “know there Is a life before 
us when this le past. They know it as well 
as they know the facts of their dally lives, 
and by the same kind of evidence. They are 
not obliged to pin their faith on ministers 
or churches, on traditions or obscure meta- 
phyateal reasonings; though they belleve 
that in all human history evidence, and of 
more than one kind, has not been wanting to 
the grand fact of immortality. But better 
far than thoy kaow the allegod facts of an- 
clent history, sacred or secular, they know 
this fact. They have tested their knowledge 
as the truth of no ancient records can be 
tested—by direct observation; the observa- 
tion of facta multitudinous and most vari- 
ous, all converging toone point as their only 
adequate explanation, It is the observation 
of myriads of witnesses in number, and of 
hundreds of the highest qualifications; schol- 
ars, philosophers, scientists, shrewd men of 
affairs, experts in the work of lavestigation 
and in the welghing of evidence. As one of 
them, the distinguished Prof. A. R. Wallace, 
says, " the facts, attéated as they are by mil- 
lions, cannot be Ignored by any thinking 
mind. A mass of evidence is capsble of bo- 
ing produced which ls most overwhelming, 
and if adduced in any court of law on ques- 
tions of property or life, woth tho ver- 
ald afirmative.” 

This “mass of evidence” Col. Ingersoll 
may ignore if he chooses—that would be truly 
agnostic—bat it cannot be essentially weak- 
ened. It has been collected, he should re- 
member, by years of careful labor on the 
part of men at least every way his equals in 
natural acuteness and in scientific and phil- 
osophical acquitemeénts, and in breadth aud 
patlence of investigation much his superiors.

EDITORIAL NOTES OF TRAVEL, 


Six miles from Montpelier is Barre, a vil- 
lage little known in" past years to other than 
Vermohters but which in time will have a 
national reputation. For several genera- 
tions it was a staid, slow-going placè where 
mail was delivered to small farmers and 
such tradespeople and professionals as could 
keep body and soul together by levying toll 
upon thë scant products of the not over-gen- 
erous soll, The young men and women were 
forced to leave bome to seek their fortune in 
more favored localities, and many of the 
more venturesome and talented pushed thelr 
way West. Among-this number was the 
former éditor and proprietor of the JOURNAL, 
who was born in Barre in 1813, Until a few 
yéars ago a rallroad through this section was 
scarcely dreamed of, and no sign of the com- 
ing prosperity was seen. At last, Yankee en- 
torprise lald iron ralls on a road-bed not 
quite as crooked as a rall fence, and the 
sound of the locomotive whistle awoke the 
conservative old settlers to new life. Shrewd 
prospectors from other sections now and then 
visited the region, and oventually'on some of 
the most sterile and worthless farms were 
developed granite quarries rivalling lu value 
the best in the country. To-day, the once 
supposed-to-be-finished village has the air of 
new and vigorous growth so prevalent in the 
West and so rare in New England. Itallan 
sculptors and skilled workmen fnd employ- 
ment; over seven hundred men are earuing 
good wages, some of them growing rich, off 
thé rock taken from these formerly worthless 
farms. Tho only obstacle in the way of Barre 
and the. development of the quarries is the

—who knows how long? -So have thousands 
upon thousands of full hearts cried. 

What has our agnostic comforter to say on 
this grave question? Listen! “The truth Is 
t no human being knows anything of 
what is beyond the grave.” Really! If this. 
be so, farther words would seem needless— 
vain as the wind. Bare conjecture, baseless 
hope, la the very beat he has to offer. He 
may wreathe Into his prettiest (though com- 
mon-place) imagery, And “wish he could 
say something that would put a star in 
your night of grief, a little lower in your 
lonely path:“ but it remains far from a 
star of faintest light, or eren “a little 
flower.” It is only blank conjecture In otter 
darkness; a hopo—if that can be called such, 
which is the offspring only of our wishes. 
But this very cheap and worthless consola- 
tlon—the desolate heart—if it could only be 
satisfied with it — could manufacture in 
abundance for itself. .

Not the best, Indeed, that even an 
agnostic might urge. Had his mind been as

he might have based some comforting assur- 
ance on the probable continuity of character 
tind of course of its legitimate results in that 
possible life. to come. If, as the great Eng- 
lish eple poet sang, and as multitudes of 
profound thinkers hag deeply felt, 

“Tho mind lu its own place, and In Itself . 

Can make a heaven of hell, a hell of heaven,” 
Character will always have its Intrinsic 
sources of happiness; and if existence con- 
tinues after death there is no known reason 
why this principle should not continue to 
hold, and, ea; liyin a Spiritual world or 
one eminently of the internal life, develop 
with amazing power, ‘ 

This view, however, our agnostic consoler

In The Century for September is an inter- 
esting narrative by W. D. Howells, of his visit 
to Panforte Di Slona, an old Italian elity, the 
quaint architecture of the ancient town be- 
ing illustrated by the sketchos of an artist 
which adorn the pages devoted to this writer. 
The absorbing Interest and lasting valuo of 
this article, is not lu old churches and castles, 
not In the men of bygone centuries, but in 
one woman,—tho shining central figare that 
makes the memory of the place beautiful and 
illustrious, and whose remarkable spiritual 
experlences illustrate aud confirm like ex - 
periences In our own day. Mr, Howell ts 
well aware of the importance of this woman, 
and la ready and willing, according to his 
light, to do her justice and give hor a large 
share of the space his story Alls. 

We are told of his visit to the house whore 
Caterina was born in 1347, the youngest of 
tho twelve children of a dyer in decent con- 
dition only quite common education. 
Sho was beautiful in person, and her parents 
hoped to Lift her, and themselves, Into her 
rank by her splendid marridge. For this, or 
for tho tinsel show of fashion, she cared little, 
but was an ecstatic dreamer and a religious 
devotee. Her pareata scolded, her father even 
scourged her, until one day, as the story is 
told, while she was at prayer and he was 
about to whip hor into some liveller mood, he 
saw a white dove over her head, was struck 
with awo, and ceased all persecation or abude. 
She was then fourteen years of age, was very 
sick soon after, and only became well when 
allowed to join the holy order of St. Domiule, 
the family beling Catholics, as all were lu 
that age and place. It would seem to us, in 
the light of our day, as though some unseen 
gulding spirit led her Into this order, as the 
best place in that age, for her great power to 
be developed and used. 

She had visions of Christ and was made his 
spouse, angels visited her and devils tempted 
her; tho first to help, the last not able to 
harm. Multitudes thronged to see her and 
to hear her speak, and the Pope gave her spo- 
cial permission to preach in all the Siens 
territory. Shoe vielted the sick, healed them 
as if by miracle, braved the deadly plague 
and stayed its progress,—heallng virtue 
seemed to go out from her, as from Jesus in 
the Testament story. Bat she grew to be 
more than a devoted nun, and had large in- 
terest and commanding infuencs, in public 
affairs. Sho quieted, for a brief time, the 
old feud between the Guelphs and the Ghib- 
bellines, and made peace betwéth other con- 
tending families of high rank.

THE £0-CALLED DRUIDICAL STONE MONUMENTS. 
is not a particle of trustworthy 
that the so-called Drald stone of 
Eng and other countries have the most 
remote connection with the Druids in any 
manner, form or shape. 1 this subject 
Dr. Jas. N one of the first, It not the 
ng authorities in the world in 
ural archwology, says: “ What ig tho 
evidence on which the Druldical origin of 
such monuments as Stonehenge and Avebury 
have been assumed? The answer fortunately 
is alm r none. It never was 
ed that any direct testimony existed, 
and the negative evidence is perfectly com- 
plete. No ancient authority, no one in fact, 
to the Invention of printing, ever re- 
to any stones or stone temples, circular 
or in any other form, as connected with the 
worship of the Drulds or of the Celts. On the 
other hand, every tradition that exists, what- 
over their value may be, points to the Arthu- 
rian age as that to which they owe their 
origin. If it Is further asked, what evidence 
there Is to connect these temples with Serp- 
ont Worship, exactly the same answer iuust 
be glven—not one tittle has yet been adduc- 
ed” (Tree a t Worship, p. 30). Tho 
absurdities of ogg ee! and othera concern- 
ing Stonehenge, Avebury, Carnac and tho 
other rude stone monuments of Britain and 
France are now thoroughly overthrown by 
arthwological science. “Men of science,

and Mediav. Geography, p. 04); but these au- 
thors give no particulars of the Druldesses, 
simply designating them as such, without 
further description. Certain modern writers 
have, on the slonderest foundations, describ.

Drufdesses. We have been told that 

there were three classes, the chief of them 
belng those who lived in perpetual virginity 
and were thought to possess the spirit of 
prophecy. The second were those who though 
married were oniy allowed to assume con- 
jugal relations with their husbands once a 
year,—thelr business g to assist the 
raids at their religious functions. The 
third were a kind of servants or attendants

Their favorite resort was the Island of Sens 
and a nameless islet opposite the mouth of 
the Loire, where once a pe they pulled 
down and rebuilt the roof of the temple; but 
if by chance one let fall a part of the sacred 
materials, she was torn in pleces, amid fran- 
tic dances, regarded by the Greeks as akin to 
the Bacchantes or orgies or Samothrace 
(Universal History, Ancient, xvi. 407; Apple- 
ton's Cyclopedia, vi. 269; Higgins’s Celtic 
Druide, PP. 187, 188). 
No authorities are cited by the writers 
naming the several classes of Druldesses, for 
their statements on the subject, and after a 
careful search [am unable to find the least 
trace of any information thereupon in any 
classic or reliable modern author; so the 
whole thing may bo dismissed as imaginary. 
The foundation for the story of existence 
of Druldesses on the two Islands above re-

10, It ls impossible to tell whether the cur- 
rent theorles of the sacredness of the oak and 
mistletoe among the Druids have any basis 
in fact.

11. Not the slightest evidence exists that 
Serpent-worship was ever practiced among 
the Druids in any way, form, or shape. 

12. There la no evidence to show that the 
rade stone monuments found In Celtic coun- 
tries were in any manner connected with 
Druldism, there ing abundant evidence 
that thelr erection had naught to do with re- 
ligious rites and ceremonies.

Novel Methods of Healing the Stck. 
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Tho New York Tribune gives the account 
of the ‘proceedings of the Faith Conven- 
tion held in New York City, and the novel 
methods there adopted to relleve the sick.

One of the members, Mr. Simpson, said that 
one afternoon the Lord came to him, in 
answer to his petitions, while he was alone 
among the pine trees near Louisville, and 
ho he was convinced that God meant what 
He sald in the Bible, and would do what He 
had promised there. He related the hard- 
ships that followed for a time the announce- 
ment that he believed that God would heal 
the sick, as He had done in the days of old, 
withont medicine and by faith; that he had 
been called a lunatic and crank and disown- 
ed by his church for. the step that he had 
taken. He then called upon all those among 
the patients who could say without the 
shadow of unbelief, “I believe that God 
will heal me,” to raise theif hands, Every 
hand went up. Mrs. Baxter, the évangelist, 
then prayed for Jesus to come into the tab- 
ernacle and take part in the heallug and 
make it divine. 

Mr. Simpson then. took a amall bottle of oll 
from his pocket and said that when he plac- 
ed the ofl upon the heads of those desiring to 
be healed he did so as the representative ¢f 
Jesus, The women were requested to r 
move their hats or bonnets. Mr. Simpson 
then went to each patient, poured a little oll 
upon his left hand and rabbed 14 upon their 
forebead. After he had got through with 
this ceremony, the faith healers, numbering 
is twenty-five, stood behind the kneeling 
patients and pressed thelr hands upon their 
heads while Mr, Simpson prayed that the an- 
olnting would hegi the sick. The ceremony 
was impressive and exciting, and several wo- 
men were so overcome that they were taken 
. | out into the vestibule. - After the anointing 
was Gnished Mr. Simpson sald: “Jesus is 
your physlelan and nurse hereafter, and He 
will take care that no harm comes to you.”

That trae old man that has gone up from

BEECHER ON FUTURE EXISTENCE. 


Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, in his sermon, 
Oct. 11thb, took for his text the following.

The. great preacher then went on to ray 
that a thoughtful and unbiased contrast of 
the Old Testament with the New will show 
that the Old Testament dealt with the ele- 
ments of duty, and lo their relation to this 
life, The past was employed, but only asa 
spur to the nt, and the present Is the ply- 
ot on Which all things revolved. It is a 
book of maxims, experiences, and commands 
of various kinds referring to conduct in this 
life. The heroes of early days, Abraham, and 
significantly Moses, have left not a traco of 
teaching as to a-future life. If there be some 
flashes of recognition later on in the Old Tes- 
tameut there were. none in the beginning, 
aud any dealing with the text that shall seem 
to mako the earlier heroes of the Old Testa- 
ment dispensation believers in a future ex- 
istence fs an unjust and a dishonest dealing 
with the text. Only when poetry began to 
speak are there glimpses of any knowledge 
of a possible existence after death. There are 
lyrical snatches,a poetry of the prophets, 
that give apparently a poet's thought of u 
possible future. If you turn to the New Tes- 
tament you will find that the future life is 
tho real genius of the whole book, as the lite 
that now is was the genius of the Old Testa- 
ment, 

It is true that in the New Testament the 
present life is the subject of continuous con- 
sideration, because it ia the path on which 
men walk to the other life. Duty Is exalted 
into morality, and enjoined upon Gnal con- 
siderations; but in the Old Testament moral 
ity brought secular benelt; That une the 
ruling motive. Is it not remarkable that, 
after all, the New Testament develops sq 
little of the hereafter? What our personality 
siall be, what the methods of ‘our life are to 
be, our relations to our children, the scope of 
knowledge—on these we have not a line. 

Read the twenty-second chapter of Mat- 
thew, where this very question is proposed, 
A ċunning Sadducee brought up an instance 
which could only happen under the Jewish 
economy, where for the maintenance of 
Property and tribal relations the wife of a de- 
ceased brothér went to the next of kin, which 
‘we seo beautifully Illustrated by the Book of 
Rath. They brought this question: “ Here 18 
a Woman that In succession had seven 
brothers as her husbands. Whose wife shall 
she be la the resurrection?’ He answered: 
“Ye err, not knowing the Scriptures, and that 
in the resurrection there ls nelther marriage 
nor giving in marriage, but are as the angela 
of God in Heaven.” 

Well, how are the angels? They did not 
know any better thah they did before. It is 
a negative. It simply says all time relations 
will cease there. Men in the body propagat- 
ing their kind—that ends. Flesh and blood 
are not there—no marriage; but there will 
be a spiritual Jife represented by the angels.

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Is the Law of Progress one of Harmony, 
or Discord! ? 


A Paper by Rev. Antoinette Brown Black~ 
well, read before the Woman's “Congress at 
Des Moines, Towa, October 8th. 


Tho important hg ct ape proposed y the 
topics committee of this association: Is the 
law of progress qne of harmony or discord? 
may be fitly included in a still broader in- 
quiry: IsJawa harmony ora discord? In 
other words, Is natural law an order or adis- 
order in nature? The question put in th 
inclusive form very nearly answers Itself. 
Law is law because it Is an order, is an inhet- 
oot continuous self adjustment, the est- 
ablished method of nature's working, ber 
vast, uniform scheme of habitual process and 
n. In tho very constitution of 
inge, no persisting mode of action can be 
destructive or can work out of concord wit 
the general methods of the system with 
which It co-operates. Nature is and contin- 
ues 
uniform; but co-operative and therefore 
variable in joint outcome; which Is equival- 
ent to saying that natural laws all work to- 
gether as a whole, despite superficial tempo- 
rary conflict, in a steady and large harmony 
as éternal as the Indesiructible elements of 
the physical world. They are parta of one 
working unity, but co-operating so various} 
they may run partially across each other's 
pathway, and yet thelr roads all lead to the 
same ultimate goal. Then, is there an all 
embracing Law of Progress? 1 
no; comprehensively, yes. In the narrow 
sense, the answer most be negative. Ina 
vastly broador sense the answer can be made 
equa’ iy clear and sure in the affirmative, and 
th the advantage of being, as I think, on 
this large estimate, absolutely unlveraal—so 
universal that all discords are swallowed u 
in the dne grand harmony, are made literal- 
K iz to become part of one ptrfect success. To 
illustrate, a stupid toad who sleeps all win- 
thout motion, probably 
without sensatloy~ would hardly be described 
ss makin Toes during that period; yet 
after years of alternate sleeping aud waking 
he has progressed far 8 hia tadpole 
birth, in size, in structure, in activities, in all 
toadly compensations and enjoymenta. And 
even his annual {torpor has contributed to 
that result, Sup he has been kept one 
year without f and thus emaciated and 
made.to suffer. That episode could not be 
called a progress. If he has been wounded 
and u foot torn away, here is positive retrogres- 
sion. Aud yet, poor toad, Asding himeelf 
hale and 1 at 30 i in the full enjoy- 
ment of his simple life, existence on the 
whole has been a real gain, with still a goal 
somewhere beyond, toward which he is hope- 
fully wending. His-checkered life shows us 
that continuous progress is not always eù- 
sured, perhaps is never and nowhere ensured, 
to apy one thing, animate or inanimate. As 
a unit his pilgrimage was a progress. Similar 
progress, universal and in various phases, be- 
comes u hopeful probability. But progress 
is essentially social and co-operative. This is 
a co-partnership world. Like all live thing», 
the toad Gnally reaches death by accident or 
doorepitude..

There illustrious witnesses all declared, 
with one voice, that they had seen the golden 
plates.

— loadly demadded the sama privilege, 

ve not up to tho present date been success- 
ful. All we are told is, that Smith, not being 
much of u schojar, sat behind a blanket 
screen, and by the ald of his “Urim and 
Thummim,“ dictated to Oliver Cowdery his 
translation of tha golden plates. After thla 
the sacred manoscripts fortunately disap 
peared, no ong except the witnesses mention- 
ed having “ them. and even they were 
only able c do d by “an angel” coming 
dowa from Heaven for the express purpose. 

But, if the ekeptfos were {incredulous of 
Smith's story. they were still morg inclined 
lo scoff when they read tho “Book of Mor- 
mon,“ and found Calvanism, Universalism, 
Methodism, and Roman Catholicism directly 
referred to by a prophet. who wrote lu the 
fourth century! Infant baptism was. con- 
demned; and so, strange to say, were poly- 
gam; and Freemasonry, which were just then 
beginning to arouse some animadversion 
among the more ignorant classzs in the Unit 
ed States. Then came afresh revelation in 
the shape of the assertion. which was made 
by acores of people, that the whole story (the 
Biblical passages interpolated alone except- 
ed) was a mere paoor ofa novèl written by 
Solomon Spaulding, a local preacher und 
blacksmith, who had died some nineteen 

ears before, Spaulding was not an intel- 
ectual mau. Bat he seems tohave been im- 
aginative and to have been impressed with 
the craze, more current then than now, that 
the Indians were the direct decen tanta of 
“the lost tribes.” 

n earthen mound near Conneaut fred his 
tadey, and, being ignorant of the accepted 
theories regarding the maund-bullgers. he 
whiled away the ware of along illness by 
writing a novel, which, by all accounts was 
a rather dull affair. This was jn 1812. In 
1816 Spaulding died. but before that date 
various people had read the manuscript, and 
the book remained in the hands of his widow, 
who seems to have regarded it as a work of 
genius. Before Smith was heard of as a 
Prophet,“ Mra. 3 had tried to get 
the book published; and with this object ſu 
view it lay for some time in the office of a 
printer, where a man named Sidney Rigdon 
was employed as a compositor. Rigdon had 
before this been presching a crude sort of 
Mormonism; and in 1829, becoming acquaint- 
ed with Smith, the two joined for- Ihe purpose 
of promulgating the new creed. A sacred 
volume was, however, necessary; and it is 
belleved that Spaulding’s. novel, which Rig- 
don bad copied apd kept by him, was utilized 
for this Ee 

The “Bouk of Mormon” is a carious medley 
of decent grammar mixed with ungrammatl- 
cal that bear the appearance of hav- 
ing deen interpolated by another hand.
